DEATH OF MR. E. ROBINSON. 
ee ‘ 
Not long ago the legal profession in the 
Colony met to mourn the loss ‘of: one of its 
leading members, Mr. J. J. Francis, K. C., and 
now its number has been further reduced by 
the death of Mr. E. Robinson. barrister-at-law, 
who expired in the Government Civil Hospital 
from dysentery at five minutes past four 
o'clock on Friday morning Mr. Robinson had 
gone to Shanghai for a much-needed change and 
rest. On his way back, however, on board the 
last French mail down, he commenced to be 
seriously ill, and bis case was critical when 
he returned to the Colony on the 20th inst. In 
consequence he was with ull speed taken 
on the same day to the Government Civil Hos- 
pital to undergo treatment for dysentery, which 
he appears to have contracted while up country 
near Shanghai. His state rapidly assumed a 
worse aspect, and, instead of mending, he sank 
and died, as already stated, on Friday morning. 
Deceased was 45 years of age. By his death 
the number of barristers in Hongkong is re- 
duced to three “the Hon. H. E. Pollock, K.C., 
Mr. E. H. Sharp. and the Hon. Dr. Ho Kai. 
At 4 p.m. on Friday the funeral procession, 
which was very widely attended in spite of the 
suddenness of Mr. Robinson’s death, left the 
Hospital, and about 5 o'clock passed the Monu- 
ment on! its way to the Happy Valley, where 
the last rites took place. There were present 
representatives of the Government, the legal 
profession, including every firm of solicitors in 
+he Colony, and a number of personal ‘friends. 
Mr. Robinson, who came to this Colony from 
Shanghai, where he originally practised, was 
called to Gray's Inn on the 25th January, 1881. 
He came out to the Far East soonafter being 
called, and after a few years spent in Shanghai 
the removed to Hdngkong, being addmitted to 
ithe Supreme Court here on Sth January, 18:8. 
On 24th August, 1889, he was appointed Acting 
‘Police Magistrate, thd, appointment to date 
from the first of the ensuing month. During 
ithe time he filled that position he discharged 
the duties of the office with marked ability, and 
,since then, as barrister-at-law, he had éxhibited 
‘the same quality, combining with it an energy 
iand persistency that often enabled him to 
emerge triumphant from many a hard legal 
fight.

deceased gentleman’s widow nnd her two 
children. :

GERMAN ACTIVITY AT TSINGTAO. 

Your correspondent has just returned from a 
trip to Tsingtao, coming back by way of Che- 
foo and the canal. The activity in building in 
ihe German port is immense, showing that the 
Germans—and also the Chinese, who aro in- 
vesting large sums in buildings there—have 
great faith in the future of Tsingtao, a faith 
which seems bound to be justified by the ont- 
come, provided the Germans show sufficient 
liberality in their management of the port 


| and in the settling of tariffs on the new rail- 
‘ youd. At present there seems to be considerable 
- complaint of the high charges on the railroad 
! both for passengers—only third class carriages 
| being run so far—and for freight. 


' A DESIRABLE INNOVATION. 

From Chefoo Messrs. Butterfield and Swire 
are running a steamer once a week to Tang- 
chiakou, the native port at the mouth of the canal 
‘yunning upto Chinan.

YELLOW RIVER FLOOD.

COREAN TRADE IN 1900, 


—— > -- -— 


Mr. Gubbins, who writes the consular report 
on the trade of Corea in 1900, says :-— 

In his report on the trade of Corea for the 
year 1894, His Majesty's Consul-General re- 
marked that the unfavourable anticipations 
formed as to the future of trade in that year 
owing to the progress of the China-Japan War 
had, fortunately, not been realised. Similarly, 
with regard to the trade of. 1900. it is satis- 
factory to be able to note that in spite of the 


troubles in China the value of the total trade of | 
; French residents in Corea are members of 
‘ missionary bodies. 


Corea for the year under review has not only not 
decreased, but has exceeded that of any previons 
year. This result is explained to a large extent 
by the fact that although the export of Corean 
produce.to China, which is in Chinese hands, 
decreased, and importations of foreign goods 
by Chinese merchants likewise diminished ; 
these disadvantages were more than counter- 
balanced by the stimulus given to the export of 
Corean cereals by the interruption of the 
export trade of Newchwang, and by the demand 


for food supplies for the foreign troops em- 


ployed in military operations in China. 

So far as imports alone are concerned, the 
figures for 1900 were exceeded by those for the 
year 1898, while the customs revenue for the 
year fell short of that for the year 1897. 

The large increase in the trade of 1900, which 
occurred chiefly under the head of exports, may 
therefore be regarded as the result rather of 
exceptional circumstances than of the normal 
development of trade. 

Tho trade of Corea has more than doubled 
itself in the course of six years, and the increase 
in value of the trade of last year over that of 
the previous 12 months was £694,156. This 
increase is.made up as follows :—

Here, as usual, Japan still easily holds her 
own, thongh a slight increase is.noficeable in 
Corean shipping. The appearance of American 
shipping in the returns is due simply to visits 
paid to Wonsan by an American steamer under 
Russian charter, and to the employment on the 
weet coast of a launch andsome sailing schooners 
in connection with the American mines. The 
proportion between the number of vessels given 
in the returns and the tonnage recorded shows 
the smallness of the majority of the vessels 
engaged in Corean trade. 

- A table annexed to this report gives the 
number and distribution in the capital and open 
ports of the foreign population of Cores. 
The relatively small number of Western 
foreigner, as compared with Japanese and 
Chinese, explains the classification adopted in 
this table. which shows that ont of a total 
foreign population of a little over 20,000, more 
than three-fourths are Japanese, while of the 
remainder three-fourths again are Chinese. 
Large Japanese communities are, it will ba seen, 
established in the capital and-four of the open 
ports, the Chinese population being concentrated 
chiefly in capital and Chemulpo. Of the other 
foreign residents, Americans are by far the 
most numerous, numbering in all 239, of whom 
99 reside in Beoul, 34 at Ping-Yang, and 65 at 
the American mine. Those of British nation- 
ality come next. The total number of these is 
141, of whom 66 ara residents of Seoul. The 
numbers of French, German, and Russian 
subjects are 80, 62, and 45 respectively, the 
majority of whom reside in the capital. The 
remaining 29 foreigners are distributed amongst 
eight nationalities I should add that a very

In previous reports attention has been drawn 
to the great obstacles to the development of 
Corean trade which exist in the absence of 
ood roads and other facilities for transport, in 
the unsatisfactory condition of the currency. 
and in the general weakness and inefficiency of 
the Government. That in the face of these 
obstacles the trade of Cores has increased, and , 
continues to increase, to the extent now ob- 
servable, is a hopeful sign for the future.

metropolitan and provincial administrations. 
has not received the support at first anticipated 
from the powers that be. On the contrary, 
-such a scheme is considered derozatory to the 
dignity and latent resources of the Empire, 
and .the upshot bas been that this lottery 
scheme has been rejected and postponed sine uve. 


The P. & T. Times of the 5th October con- 
tains a report of the trial on the 30th September 
before Chief Justice Wilkinson of H. F. Piper, 
who was indicted for robbery and violence and 
for larceny in a dwelling-house with menaces 
and threats. The trial broke down; the Crown 
Prosecutor, Mr. Morgan Phillips, was unable 
to produce any Chinese witnesses in support of 
the charges against the prisoner, though every 
effort had been made to secure them. The 
. Crown Prosecutor had therefore no évidence to 
offer, and in consequence the Chief Justice 
directed the jury to find a verdict of not guilty, 
which was recorded, and the prisoner thereupon 
discharged. 

The new educational edicts, according to 
native journals in Shanghai, are having a 
tremendous influence on the book-trade in 
Chima. The demand for new books is immense. 
Even outside Shanghai the same reports come 
in of extraordinary sales of books in the new 
subjects. Thus there are three shopsin Yang- 
chow which sell lithographed books. ince the 
abolition of the essay, the students have been 
jostling each other before their counters in 
their eagerness to secure the latest books. Now 
that the ycarly examination is about to take 
place, the sales are even greater, the prices have 
gone up, aud the shops are making ten-fold 
more profit than formerly. : 

The N.-C. Daily News says:—A previous 
paragraph in these columns reported the death 
of the Grand Secretary Yung Iu’s son on the 
road, a day or two after the Court had left 
Hsian, and that Yung Ln had been granted 
four days’ leave to attend to his son’s funeral, 
ete. <A telerram received yesterday by the local 
mandarins from T-ungkuan now reports the 
arrival there of Yung Lu.to rejoin the Court, 
having had his leave curtailed by a special tele- 
gram from the Empress Dowager, who required 
his “immediate presence at Court.” It may be 
here stated that it is conjectured amongst the 
local mandarins that the Empress Dowager was 
constrained to send such a peremptory order to 
Yung Lu, owing to a sudden report that, dis- 
gusted with Court life, he was going to have 
his head shaved and become a Buddhist bonze 
on the road.
